Planes were guests of the 
United States Air Force, 
last Wednesday, during the 
nation-wide Civil Defense 
alert, and they had a won- 
derful time, Your corres- 
pondent was invited to ac- 
company them, during a 
trip to ford Air Base, 
and then by plane to Otis 
A'r Force Base, on Cape 
Cod, and return, The party 
had more than they expect- 
ed, for a gear accident, at 
the end of the trip, was 
averted only by the Pilot's 
skill, and gave a wonderful 
demonstration om the Safe- 
ty Pays Program, of the 
Air Force. 

‘There were a total of 15 
ladies and 6 men- in the 
party, coming. from Wilm- 
ington, Tewksbury, North 
Reading and Reading. The 
ladies, hopsewives, .were 
the most excfted. More than 
a few had never flown be- 
fore, and were all anticipa~ 
tion. The men were mostly 
youngsters, just out of High 
School, with the exception 
of Rene LaRivee|of North 
Wilmington and your cor- 
respondent. Mr, LaRivee is 
the Chief Observer, for the 
GOC, aad has been working 
very hard, to bring the Wil- 
mington post to a state of 
perfection, Characteristical- 
Im, during the entire. trip, | 
LaRivee did not relax for! 
one moment. He was tense, 


and worried lest the ladies 
be riot enjoying themselves. 
As an individual who had 
participated in World War 
i, in the Meditarannean 
and elsewhere, your observ~ 
er was ready to be critical 
of the Air Force, for he 
could remember the bomb- 
astic statements attributed 
to their predecessor, the 
Air Corps, during the War, 
Instead he found a smooth- 
ly working organization, 
with no bombast, and, ¢on- 
idering that it is so large, 
a tremendous efficiency. 
‘The day began at 9 4.m., 
at the Bedford Base, Typic- 
ally, it wag a ‘Horry Up and 
Wait" affair, with the firat 
half hour being spent in 
waiting. Then everyone was 
taken to @ part of the hase, 
in which parachutes were 
stored, to be equipped as 
per Air Force regulations, 
The parachutes were not 
comfortable. They were 
strapped on the backs of 
each individual, and two 
straps came up between the 
legs, 'to hook-on in front. 
The ladies, who were wear- 


ing slacks, considered this 


to be hilarious, especially 
Defause they had to be as- 
sisted by polite Air Force 
sergeants, There was much 
giggling, and joking om 
their part, as the sergeants 
reached for the necessary 
straps ,and adjusted them 
tightly, When the sergeants 
were finished it wasn’t quite 
possible to stand upright, 
‘and the entire party waddl- 
ed back to the waiting room. 

Noticeable, on the return 
trip, were a aumber of 
specially built trucks, trucks 
that could only be built by 
an organization with plenty 
of money behind it. Some 
were ‘designed to tow air 
planes, others had ther 
uses, and~ there were four 
specially built fire trucks, 
things of practical utility, 
and beautiful in their ut- 
ility. 

At the waiting room an- 
other period of Hurry Up 
and Wait was encountered, 
occasioned, we understood, 
by the. National Alert, Fin- 
ally two brisk and fine ap- 
pearing Air Force Captains 
appeared, They' were to fy 
the party to Otis, and, re- 
turn, and shen to take the 
same plane on to Buffalo, 
later that day. 

A Captain Bohrer spoke. 
He was brisk and terse. His 
humor was not of the tybe 
we had expected - it was 
rather of the English type - 
‘understatements. He .ex- 
plained how to jump, th a
